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Sandusky Sex Abuse Trial Starts

Despite Penn State 
links, 9 jurors picked 
from more than 220 

Bellefonte, Pa. 

Connections to Penn State weren’t 
enough to keep prospective jurors 
from being chosen to decide Jerry 
Sandusky’s fate on child sexual 
abuse charges. 

The start of jury selection Tues- 
day showed the strength of San- 
dusky’s and Penn State’s links 
to their rural central Pennsylva- 
nia community, but the presiding 
judge indicated that those connec- 
tions weren’t necessarily enough to 
keep them from being one of the 
12 jurors or four alternates out of a 
pool of more than 220 people. 

Nine jurors were selected Tues- 
day, including a longtime Penn State 
football season ticketholder. 

In the first questioning of 40 
prospective jurors, about half said 
they or immediate family mem- 
bers worked at Penn State or were 
university retirees. One woman 
rented apartments to college stu- 
dents. Four knew Sandusky, a for- 


mer Penn State assistant football 
coach. Two knew his wife. 

Sandusky’s lawyer won the 
right to have jurors chosen from 
the local community, and prose- 
cutors had concerns that Centre 
County might prove to be nearly 
synonymous with Penn State. San- 
dusky had helped build the football 
team’s reputation as a defensive 
powerhouse known as “Lineback- 
er U,” his arrest toppled Joe Pater- 


no from the head coaching position 
just months before his death from 
cancer, and some of the alleged 
attacks on children occurred inside 
university showers. 

One of the very first jurors to 
be seated wasn’t just a season 
ticketholder since the 1970s: She 
said John McQueary — a possi- 
ble trial witness and the father of 
a key witness — once worked with 
her husband. 


What’s Ahead 

All the jurors in the Jerry Sandusky 
child sex abuse trial will have to say 
under oath they can be impartial. 
Prospective jurors also learned that 
football coach Joe Paterno’s wife 
and son, Jay, were among the poten- 
tial defense witnesses. Members 
of Sandusky’s family also were on a 
list shown to the prospective jurors, 
along with assistant coach Mike Mc- 
Queary and his father. McQueary 
has said he saw Sandusky naked in a 
team shower with a young boy and re- 
ported it to Paterno.(AP) 


When Sandusky’s lawyer sought 
to have her removed for cause. Judge 
John Cleland signaled he would 
need more grounds. “We’re in Cen- 
tre County. We’re in rural Pennsyl- 
vania,” Cleland said, adding such 
connections “can’t be avoided.” 

Sandusky, 68, faces 52 crimi- 
nal counts and potential penalties 
that could result in an effective life 
prison sentence for alleged abuse 
involving 10 boys. He has denied

Backstory 

After California voters approved Proposition 8 in 2008, two unmarried 
couples sued to overturn the ban in May 2009, and their lawsuit gave rise the 
next year to the first federal trial to examine whether states can prohibit gays 
from getting married without violating the constitutional guarantee of equal- 
ity. U.S. District Judge Vaughn Walker ultimately sided with the couples. The 
ban’s sponsors appealed, and the split 9th Circuit panel affirmed Walker’s find- 
ing that Proposition 8 violated those civil rights. But, instead of finding any gay 
marriage ban would be unconstitutional, the panel limited its decision to Cali- 
fornia, saying Proposition 8 improperly took away an existing right, (ap) 


Calif, gay marriage 
ban sponsors to ask 
justices to hear case 

San Francisco 

A federal appeals court refused 
Tuesday to reconsider a landmark 
ruling by two of its member judg- 
es that struck down California’s 
ban on same-sex marriage, a move 
that finally puts the voter-approved 
measure on a long-anticipated path 
to the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Backers of the ban, known as 
Proposition 8, “absolutely” plan to 
take the case to the high court now 
that it has run its course in the 9th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, said 
Brian Raum, a lawyer with the Alli- 
ance Defense Fund, a Christian 
legal defense group. 

Prop 8 sponsors now have 
90 days to petition the Supreme 
Court to review the finding that 
the ban violates the civil rights of 


gay men and lesbians in Califor- 
nia. Same -ex unions were briefly 
legal in the state. 

Same-sex marriage support- 
ers welcomed the latest news. If 
the Supreme Court refuses to take 
up the case and lets the appellate 
ruling stand, same-sex marriages 
could be legal again in California 
by the end of the year. 

If at least four justices agree to 
accept the case, oral arguments 
would likely be held next spring. 

“The final chapter of the Propo- 


sition 8 case has now begun,” said 
American Foundation for Equal 
Rights CO -founder Chad Griffin, 
whose group is funding the effort 
to overturn the ballot measure. 

The 9th Circuit does not often 
agree to rehear cases, a procedure 
known as en banc review. Federal 
court rules reserve the practice for 
appeals that involve “a question of 
exceptional importance” or if the 
original decision appears to conflict 
with Supreme Court or 9th Circuit

Presidential hopeful 
avoided serving at 
height of Vietnam 

San Diego 

On a stage crowded with war heroes, 
Mitt Romney recently praised the 
sacrifice “of the great men and 
women of every generation who 
serve in our armed services.” 

It is a sacrifice the Republi- 
can presidential candidate did 
not make. 

Though an early supporter of 
the Vietnam War, Romney avoid- 
ed military service at the height of 
the fighting after high school by 
seeking and receiving four draft 
deferments, according to Selec- 
tive Service records. They included 
college deferments and a STmonth 
stretch as a “minister of religion” 
in France, a classification for Mor- 
mon missionaries that the church 
at the time feared was being over- 
used. The country was cutting 
troop levels by the time he became 
eligible for the draft, and his lot- 
tery number was not called. 

President Obama did not serve 
in the military either. The Demo- 
crat, 50, was a child during the 
Vietnam conflict and did not enlist 
when he was older. 

But because Romney, now 65, 
was of draft age during Vietnam, 
his nonmilitary background is fac- 
ing new scrutiny as he courts vet- 
erans and makes his case to the 
nation to be commander in chief 



Meanwhile ... 


Mitt Romney's nonmilitary past 
may not be enough to hurt his pop- 
ularity in this year’s election among 
veterans, who typically lean Repub- 
lican. A Gallup survey released last 
week found that veterans prefer 
Romney over President Obama by 
58 percent to 34 percent. That vot- 
ing bloc, consisting mostly of older 
men, makes up 13 percent of the 
adult population. (AP) 


He’s also intensified his criticism 
lately of Obama’s plans to scale 
back the nation’s military com- 
mitments abroad, suggesting that 
Romney would pursue an aggres- 
sive foreign policy as president that 
could involve U.S. troops. 

Political rivals, military veterans 
among them, suggest that Rom- 
ney’s own decision not to serve in 
the military is in conflict with his 
pro-military rhetoric. 

“He didn’t feel it was impor- 
tant enough to him to serve his 
country at a time of war,” said Jon 
Soltz, who served two Army tours 
in Iraq and is the chairman of the 
left-leaning veterans group Vote-

Mourners silently walked between

The U.S. has terminated funding 
for a $20 million project to devel- 
op a Pakistani version of “Sesame 
Street” in response to alleged cor- 
ruption by the local puppet theater 
working on the initiative, U.S. offi- 
cials said Tuesday.

Just Can’t Look Away 


A spate of horrific 
incidents fuel our 
collective fixation 
with cannibalism 

Tampa, Fla. 

First came Miami: the case of a 
naked man eating most of another 
man’s face. Then Maryland, a 
college student telling police he 
killed a man, then ate his heart 
and part of his brain. 

It was different in New Jersey, 
where a man stabbed himself 
50 times and threw bits of his own 
intestines at police. They pepper- 
sprayed him, but he was not easily 
subdued. 

He was, people started saying, 
acting like a zombie. And the whole 
discussion just kept growing, 
becoming a topic that the Internet 
couldn’t seem to stop talking 
about. 


The actual incidents are 
horrifying — and, if how people 
are talking about them is any 
indication, fascinating. In an 
America where zombie imagery 
is used to peddle everything from 
tools to garden gnomes, they all 
but beg the comparison. 

Violence, we’re used to. 
Cannibalism and people who 
should fall down but don’t? That 
feels like something else entirely. 

So many strange things have 


made headlines in recent days 
that the Daily Beast assembled a 
Google Map tracking “instances 
that may be the precursor to a 
zombie apocalypse.” 

The cases themselves are 
an 3 Thing but funny. Each involved 
real people either suspected of 
committing unspeakable acts or 
having those acts visited upon 
them. Maybe it’s nothing new, 
either; people do horrible things 
to each other daily. 


But what, then, made 
such search terms as “zombie 
apocalypse” trend day after day last 
week online, fueled by postings that 
were often framed as humor? 

“They’ve heard of these zombie 
movies, and they make a joke about 
it,” says Lou Manza, a psychology 
professor at Lebanon Valley College 
in Pennsylvania, who learned about 
the whole thing Friday morning 
when his l8-year-old son quipped 
that a “zombie apocalypse” was 


imminent. 

Symbolic of both infection 
and evil, zombies are terrifying 
in a way that other horror-movie 
iconography isn’t, says Elizabeth 
Bird, an anthropologist at the 
University of South Florida. 

Zombies, after all, look like us. 
But are some baser form of us — 
slowly rotting and shambling along, 
intent on “surviving” and creating 
more of their kind, but with no 
emotional core, no conscience, 
no limits.

“Vampires have kind of a 
romantic appeal, but zombies are 
doomed,” Bird says. “Zombies can 
never really become human again. 
There’s no going back. 

“That resonates in today’s 
world, with people feeling like 
we’re moving toward an ending,” 
she says. 

The “moving toward an ending” 
part is especially potent. For some, 
the news stories fuel a lurking 
fear that, ultimately, humanity is 
doomed. 

Speculation varies. It could be 
a virus that escapes from some 
secret government lab. Or maybe 
it’ll be the result of a combination 
and weaponization of pathogens, 
parasites and disease. 

But it will, many believe, be 
something we’ve created — and 
therefore brought upon ourselves.

At a standing-room- only meeting 
in Leesburg to address the exten- 
sion of Metro’s planned Silver Line 
into Loudoun County, opponents of 
the project had the first say.

Pr. George’s OKs Gun Registry Bill 


Legislation lets police 
check in with gun 
offenders periodically 

Upper Marlboro, Md. 

By the end of July, those convicted 
of gun crimes in Prince George’s 
County will have to register with 
police, check in regularly and agree 
to let officers randomly visit their 
homes. 

After a brief public hearing 
Tuesday, Prince George’s County 
Council members unanimously 
passed a bill authorizing police to 
operate a so-called gun-offender 
registry — an effort, council mem- 


bers and law enforcement officials 
said, to reduce gun crime that has 
plagued the area. County Executive 
Rushern L. Baker III, a Democrat, 
said afterward that he plans to sign 
the bill as soon as possible, mean- 
ing the registry will take effect in 
late July, 45 days from the time it 
was passed. 

“At the end of the day, what this 
county is going to see is a reduction 
in crime,” said Barry L. Stanton, 
Baker’s public safety director. 

The law puts Prince George’s 
among a growing number of local 
governments regionally and across 
the nation that allow police to 
monitor gun offenders. In recent 
years, Baltimore and the District

have created such registries, and 
officials have seen some evidence 
they reduce recidivism, authori- 
ties said. 

Public safety officials said they 
are still working out the precise 
details of how the registry will be 
implemented in Prince George’s 


— details they plan to submit to 
the council next week to consider 
as a formal resolution. But much 
is already clear. 

The bill will require anyone 
convicted of a gun crime in Prince 
George’s to provide police with his 
or her name, any aliases and a host 
of contact information, including 
a home address, telephone num- 
ber and email address. Every six 
months, those on the registry will 
be required to meet with police to 
verify the information they pro- 
vided, and officers can periodical- 
ly visit offenders’ homes to make 
sure the information is accurate 
and up-to-date, matt zapotosky

The stage is set for a coronation in 
Game 4 on Wednesday night. The Kings 
could complete a sweep of the New Jersey 
Devils in the Stanley Cup finals in front 
of a sellout crowd that’s been waiting 45 
years for this chance to celebrate. 

“It’s right there in front of us, but we 
know there’s one more step,” Brown said 
Tuesday. “We don’t want to trip now.” 

The eighth-seeded Kings are dom- 
inating the NHL playoffs with an ease 
that’s stranger than ice in sunny L.A. A 
franchise that has never done much of 
anything in the postseason has already 
conquered the Western Conference, and 
the Kings are one win away from claim- 
ing their first championship in almost 
impossibly stylish fashion. 

The Kings are on a 15-2 playoff run 
that has only one equal in NHL history, 
leaving everyone searching for superla- 
tives to describe the way Los Angeles has 
steamrolled every opponent in its path 
by a combined 49-24 margin. 

Game 4 is even a chance for Los 
Angeles to be the first NHL team to win

Jarret Stoll said. 


The Kings appear to be neither over- 
ly excited nor overly defensive about 
the potential conclusion to this two- 
month playoff push. Los Angeles has 
been remarkably unaffected by any of 
its success after a rough regular season 
in which a playoff berth wasn’t secure 
until just before the 8lst game.

Through CapitaLBop, 
Giovanni Russonello 
and Luke Stewart find 
new crowds for jazz

Outside Bohemian Caverns on a 
recent Friday night, it’s handshake 
after fist-bump after one-armed bro 
hug. Fans. Photographers. Musi- 
cians. The doorman. The owner. 
They all know Giovanni Russonel- 
lo and Luke Stewart. Even the draw 
treats them like the draw. 

“CapitalBop in the house!” 
shouts Kris Funn, a 32-year-old 
jazz bassist, arriving for his first set 
of the night at the subterranean U 
Street jazz club. 


True children of the informa- 
tion age, Russonello and Stewart 
are known by their URL — Cap- 
italbop.com — a site whose inter- 
views, reviews and scrupulous con- 
cert listings have positioned the duo 
as Washington’s fastest-climbing 
jazz bloggers, promoters, movers, 
shakers and evangelists. 

“Jazz is so dynamic and of a 
moment, it’s not hard to fall in 
love with it,” says Russonello. “It’s 
just about trying to get it in front 
of people.” 

Russonello is 23. Stewart is 
25. Both of them are studious and 
sincere — and tired of being the 
youngest faces in the District’s jazz 
venues. So in September 2010, Rus- 
sonello launched CapitalBop, a site 
he hoped would inspire newbie lis- 


teners to explore the clubs, restau- 
rants, holes-in-walls and D.I.Y. per- 
formance venues where local jazz 
players continue to spill unheard 
sounds. (“Unmediated music thrives 
in unmediated spaces,” Russonel- 
lo likes to say.) 

CapitalBop sometimes shines 
its spotlight on CapitalBop, too, 
promoting the “D.C. Jazz Loft,” a 
monthly concert series curated by 
Russonello and Stewart. This week, 
CapitalBop is presenting “Loft” 
concerts as a part of the annual 
D.C. Jazz Festival, whose organiz- 
ers invited Russonello and Stew- 
art into the fold last year in hopes 
of snaring younger crowds. 

Sound familiar? In December, 
the Kennedy Center named 36-year- 
old pianist Jason Moran its new 


artistic adviser for jazz. It felt like 
a signal to a younger generation of 
jazz listeners. We care about you. 
Which is essentially the same mes- 
sage that Russonello and Stewart 
are sending on the street level. 

Omrao Brown, owner of Bohe- 
mian Caverns, says he can see Cap- 
italBop slowly spreading its influ- 
ence on young ears across the city 
— which is nice, but not all that sur- 
prising. “In all reality, young people 
don’t reaUy have an aversion to jazz,” 
Brown says. “They just haven’t reaUy 
been exposed and/or marketed to.”

By her own reckoning, Patti Smith’s 
award-winning 2010 memoir “Just 
Kids” sold more copies than any 
album she’d made. “Banga,” its lit- 
eral (and, in many ways, spiritual) 
follow-up, is a rumpled, unmade 
bed of a disc that mixes recitatives 
and more conventionally figured 
rock and folky punk songs. 

Named for Pontius Pilate’s dog 
in the beloved-by-rock-stars Rus- 
sian novel “The Master and Mar- 
garita,” “Banga” features rumina- 
tions on religion, the environment, 
art and death, sometimes all at once: 
“Constantine’s Dream” is a flawless- 
ly executed sung/spoken-word piece 
about Renaissance painter Piero 
della Francesca that feels every one 
of its 10-plus minutes; “Amerigo,” 
the opening homage to Amerigo 
Vespucci, is pop-meets-lite-poetry; 


and “Fuji-san,” about the Japanese 
earthquake, is the only thing here 
that can remotely be considered a 
punk song. The album ends with a 
stately cover of Neil Young’s “After 
the Gold Rush” that underscores 
the original’s themes of environ- 
mental decay.

“Banga,” which was recorded in 
the same place and with many of the 
same people as Smith’s famed debut, 
“Horses,” isn’t above some taste- 
ful blog-baiting: “Nine” is a birth- 
day homage to Johnny Depp (“He 
sought not for himself / The empire 
he would find”). “This Is the Girl” is 
a mournful doo-wop tribute to Amy 
Winehouse. Both songs are love- 
ly and slight; taken together, they 
officially mark Smith’s transition 
from ’70s transgressive to the punk-

A Race to the Top 


Morgan Freeman 
investigates evolution 
and genetic mutation

“Through the Wormhole 
With Morgan Freeman” 
returns with its most con- 
troversial episode yet. 

“Is There a Superior Race?” goes 
right to the heart of one of man- 
kind’s most vexing and flamma- 
ble notions. The mapping of the 
human genome at the end of the 
20th century was thought to have 
put an end to the idea of race. Since 
all humans share virtually identical 
genetic material, differences were 
dismissed as merely skin deep. 

But over the past 10 years, a few 
scientists have begun to explore 
some of the genetic differences 
between racial groups, particularly 
those mutations that have occurred 
in the span of human history. 

Europeans have been raising 



livestock for dairy products for 
only a few thousand years, yet in 
that relatively short span they have 
developed genes that enable them 
to digest cow’s and goat’s milk. 
These genes are lacking in people 
from Asia, where widespread dairy 
agriculture never took hold. But it’s 
a perilous leap from genetic differ- 
ences in human digestion to theoriz- 
ing that some races have evolved to 
become smarter than others. 

One pessimist suggests that 
genetic engineering may enable 
people to breed a stronger, disease- 
resistant race that could dominate 
the poorer multitudes. 

Another theorist suggests that 
the evolution of the human mind 
may no longer be taking place in 
our brains or in our genes, but in our 
hivelike adaptation of social media. 
He envisions a future where billions 
of people who are linked by tech- 
nology could solve problems togeth- 
er and advance humanity in ways 
we can’t even imagine right now.
